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DETAILED ACTION/ 

Examiner previously allowed claims 1-5, 10-15 and 18. Applicant added claims 21-28, 
canceled claim 17 and amended claims 6-9 and 16 in the submission dated July 23, 2007. As 
such, claims 6-9, 16 and 19-28 are under examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 11 2, first paragraph 
After considering Applicant's arguments and reviewing the submitted journal articles, 

Examiner withdraws the rejection with regards to depression, claim 22, but maintains it with 

regards to claims 19-21 and 23-28 directed to all other disorders of the central nervous system 

claimed by Applicant. 

While Applicant's invention is enabled with regards to the treatment of depression, 

depression is not in any way correlated with the full scope of neuropsychiatric disorders as are 

claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, second paragraph 
Examiner withdraws the previous rejection with regards to claims 6-9 due to Applicant's 
claim amendments; however maintains the rejection with regards to claim 16 because Applicant 
did not amend the claim language so as to obviate the rejection. 

Claim Objection 

Examiner withdraws the previous rejection with regards to claims 17 due to Applicant's 
cancellation of the claim at issue. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-9 and 22 are patentable over Steiner et al. 5 United States Patent No. 6,159,981. 
The reference teaches 3-substituted pyrido[3 , ,4 5 :4,5]thieno[2,3-D]pyrimidine derivative 
compounds instead of the 3-substituted 3,4-dihydrothieno[2,3-d]pyrimidin-4-one derivative 
compounds of the instant application. The difference between the compounds of the reference 
and the compounds of the instant application is R 2 of the reference must be six-membered rings 
whereas R3 of the present claims is limited to a five-membered ring. Therefore, the claims are 
free of prior art.
